man, left small doubt of what he 
is after now. 
Four other C&O directors, all of 
them with financial interests in Al­ 
leghany or its subsidiaries, also 
resigned from the C&O board. 
They were James Blaine, Henry 
Guild, Harry'Thompson and An­ 
drew Van Pelt 
At the same time, the CAO an­ 
nounced that Alleghany had sold 
all its remaining holds in the C&O 
—104,854 shares of common stock 
—to 
Cyrus 
S. 
Eaton, 
wealthy 
Cleveland industrialist. Eaton was 
unanimously elected board chair­ 
man to succeed Young. 
Since 1951 Eaton has been the 
C&O’s largest individual stockhold­ 
er. 
He 
now 
owns 205,854 
C&O 
shares and, according to the CAO 
is interested in g^ompany owning 
45.000 more shares. The total mar­ 
ket value of all these shares is 
nearly nine million dollars. 
The C&O announced further that 
all ties between Alleghany Corp. 
and the C&O will be severed— 
contractual, lease, and joint salary 
arrangements. 
‘‘With 
this 
action, 
Alleghany 
Corp. and Mr. Young and Mr. 
Kirby are completely divesting 
themselves of control of C&O and 
are free to acquire control of an­ 
other c a r r i e r , ” the C&O an­ 
nounced. “Mr. Young and Mr. Kir­ 
by and other Alleghany directors 
and officers are now free to seek 
or accept directorships on another 
carrier.” 
Alleghany Corp. then issued the 
following brief statement: 
“Alleghany Corp., Allan P. Kir­ 
by and Robert R. Young have be­ 
come substantial stockholders of 
New York Central.” 
The extent of Young’s present 
holdings of 
New 
York 
Central 
stock could not be learned im­ 
mediately. 
The C&O owns—or did own yes­ 
terday—800,000 shares of Central 
stock, 12M per cent of the out­ 
standing common. But this big in­ 
terest is now separate and dis­ 
tinct from whatever amount Young 
and his associates control. 
The C&O and the Alleghany 
Corp.—the “ Young interests” then 
—obtained working control of the 
New York Central as early as 
1947. But they were forbidden from 
exercising it by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in a move 
against interlocking railroad direc­ 
torates. The Central stock was de­ 
posted in voting trusts. 
Young, aided by W’oolworth heir 
Kirby and with a “ shoestring” in­ 
vestment of three million dollars, 
took control of the 900-million-dol­ 
lar Alleghany Corp, in 1937 and, 
in turn, more than a billion dol­ 
lars worth of railroad facilities. 
He rebuilt the bankrupt Van 
Sweringen railroad empire during 
the subsequent IO stormy years of 
railroad operation. It was in 1947 
that 
Alleghany

162,500 
shares of New York Central at a 
reported price of 2^ million dol­ 
lars.

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Lei The Curfew Ring 


The proposed countywide curfew can become 
an effective weapon against juvenile delinquency 
if properly enforced. Without enforcement, how­ 
ever, the legislation won’t be worth the paper 
on which ifs written. 
With constant, alert supervision, the curfew 
can be made to work. Minor difficulties are 
certain to spring up along the way, among 
them what to do about the various high school 
activities during the early part of the week. 
But there’s no reason why the school program 
can’t be geared to the curfew hour, with the 
cooperation of all concerned. 
A IO o’clock deadline during school days 
shouldn’t be a hardship on the pupils, with lib­ 
eralized hours for their weekends. 
Judge Louis Tobin’s proposal that punishment 
he meted out to the parents of a youngster 
found guilty of violating the curfew should be 
written into the legislation. 
As the judge phrased it, “Sensible parents 
will welcome the establishment of a curfew.’* 
And those who aren’t sensible enough to worry 
about their children should be made to do so 
where possible. 
The curfew idea isn’t new here, there being 
a law already on the books. A study of the 
city code shows local legislation passed March 
23, 1897, which declared “it shall be unlawful 
for any child or children under the age of 16 
years to congregate, loaf, loiter or play upon 
any of the public streets or alleys after 8 o’clock 
in the evening from Oct. I to April I in any 
year, except when accompanied by a parent or 
guardian, or person with whom such child is 
living or except when going to or returning 
from church, or a lecture, or some literary or 
scientific performance or exhibition, or some, 
entertainment given at a church, school house 
or a public hall.’* 
On the surface, there appear to be too many 
loop holes in the legislation as written then, In 
the revised city code, issued in 1951,, it is 
stated this way: “ It shall be unlawful for any 
child under the age of 15 years to congregate, 
loaf, loiter or play upon any of the public 
streets or alleys of the city after the hour of 
IO p. rn., except when accompanied by a par­ 
ent, guardian or other adult with whom such 
child is living.’* 
Regardless of the final form of the newly- 
proposed legislation. Judge Tobin and the may­ 
ors from the various county communities have 
taken a firm step forward in the war on juve­ 
nile delinquency. 
It’s now up to the various legislative bodies 
to keep the ball rolling and see to it that the 
curfew doesn’t remain worthless because of 
lack of enforcement. 


In Search Of A Compromise 


Sen. Bricker’s views on the proposed con­ 
stitutional amendment which bears his name 
have been so widely misrepresented it is no 
surprise to see his attitude on constitutional 
government being misrepresented, too. 
He is not trying to dictate the terms of his 
proposal. 
From the beginning of his interest in this 
issue, the Ohio senator has made it clear he is 
open to any compromise which will satisfy the 
principal aim of his amendment. 
He never has assumed the 
language 
in 
which his proposal was couched could not be 
improved. On one occasion he freely conceded 
that certain language in the proposal might be 
“ too restrictive.’* 
In Ohio, where Sen. Bricker is known best, 
it is being assumed he will not only welcome 
a compromise to avert a deadlock on his pro­ 
posal but is helping to search for it in good 
faith. 
That is the spirit of the constitutional govern­ 
ment which Sen. Bricker is trying to preserve. 
All great issues in the United States are sub­ 
ject to the give-and-take of the legislative pro­ 
cess. 
This particular issue is peculiarly susceptible 
lo the process because it is a lawyer’s argu­ 
ment. 
The argument concerns interpretations of 
language—the language of the Constitution as 
written originally and the language of a pro­ 
posal for correcting a flaw in the original ver­ 
sion. 
The Supreme Court of the United States, itself, 
has been unable to agree on what the original 
language was intended to mean. It is no wonder 
that men who are advocates, not judges, are 
unable to agree on what language wr.uld be 
required to carry out Sen. Bricker’s purpose in 
his proposed amendment. 
That purpose has been stated clearly enough 
to leave no room for misunderstanding: 
To make certain for all time that interna­ 
tional cooperation must end at the point where 
the constitutional rights of the American people 
are endangered. 
Sen. Bricker is opposed to any surrender of 
sovereignty without permission of the Ameri­ 
can people—in whom resides all sovereignty. 
Every American stands with him 
in 
that 
position. They are all equally anxious to pro­ 
tect their sovereignty. 
There is no reason why that cannot be done 
if the individuals and organizations participat­ 
ing in the debate over Sen. Bricker’s proposal 
will concentrate on saving the republic and not 
on misrepresenting one another’s views.

THIS ALTERNATIVE faces the

IT HAS NOT yet been reported 
that those who wrote the strike 
vote suggestion into Ike’s message 
did so wuth an eye on the coun­ 
try’s women.

The biggest block of indignant and 
independent voters today are the 
ladies. They generally hate strikes. 
It hits their household pocketbooks. 
So the strategists figured that in 
the event of a long, two or three- 
month deadlock, or even just be­ 
fore the men voluntarily cut them­ 
selves off from payrolls, t h e r e 
ought to be an opportunity for the 
wives to say.

LISBON — Ray T. Adam, sup­ 
erintendent of t h e Columbiana 
County Home, in a report prepared. 
T u e s d a y for the State Departm ent 
of Public Welfare, said it cost $1 24 
a day in 19.53 to support each of 
the 123 residents. 
This figure represents g r o s s 
costs and Adam said it is one of 
the lowest of the 82 county homes 
in Ohio. 
Because much of the food is pro­ 
duced on the 432-acre farm , ex­ 
penses are kept to a minimum, he 
said. He estim ated the farm pro­ 
duce consumed at $20,000 
The home received $36,174 in 
1953. Aid for the aged and social 
se c u rity furnished $29,257. and sale 
of farm produce provided $6,602 
Total expenditures for the year.

Within Israel 
Seen Problem

R abbi Tells Rotary 
Jewish Nation Long 
Envied By Russians 


Approximately 
870.000 
Arabian 
refugees, now crowded into the lit­ 
tle state of Israel, creates a prob­ 
lem 
with 
serious 
consequences. 
Rabbi Z. H arry Gutstem told the 
Rotary Club at Tuesday's luncheon 
meeting in the Travelers Hotel. 
The B’Nai Jacob synagogue ad­ 
viser said the refugees flooded the 
country soon after Palestine was 
partitioned in 
M ay 
1948 by the 
United Nations. 
Meanwhile, the government has 
m ade efforts to take care of them 
by educating their children and 
giving them the right to vote, he 
said. 
“ These people, numbering 600.- 
000 in 1948, left their country be­ 
c a u se they thought they w o u l d 
eventually come back and reap 
the spoils,” 
Rabbi Gutstein de­ 
clared. 
“ They are potential enemies— 
fifth columnists—in Palestine and 
will continue to be a problem in 
Israel until a perm anent peace is 
m ade and enforced,” he added. 
He term ed Palestine the ' cradle’’ 
of religion to the Jew. 
“ It is the place in which Juda­ 
ism, Christianity and Mohemmed- 
lsm were born. The Ten Command­ 
m ents were

there.”

Situated as it is on the border 
between Asia and Africa, the coun­ 
try long has been envied by Soviet 
Russia. 
Its resources in oil have been 
recognized not only by Russia but 
England and the United States as 
well. Royalties on oil from the 
Middle E ast in 1952, excluding Iran. 
amounted to $440 million. 
The United Nations, on Nov. 29. 
1947, by a vote of 33 to 13. decided 
to partition Palestine into three 
parts—one for the Jews, another 
for the Arabs and the third an in­ 
ternational zone for Jews a n d 
Arabs alike under U.N. supervi­ 
sion, Rabbi Gutstein said.

Ancient Boulders 
Said Delaying 
Turnpike Work 
FREMONT, Ohio UP — Boulders 
moved here by pre-historic glac­ 
iers thousands of years ago now 
are holding up work on the Ohio 
Turnpike. 
The boulders—some more than 
three feet in diam eter—dam age 
equipm ent used in the construc­ 
tion of two turnpike bridges to 
span the Sandusky River. 
Contractors explain that 45-foot 
sheets of steel pile m ust be ham ­ 
m ered into the river bottom to 
build cofferdam s—enclosures from 
which w ater is pumped to expose 
the 
bottom. 
TTie

950-foot 
bridges require 16 cofferdam s.
